G.S.R. 388(E).—Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, was published, as required by Sub-section( 1) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Foqd Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 
1954), in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 14th May, 2003, pages 1 to 39, under 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), number 
G.S.R. 402(E), dated the 14th May, 2003, inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette containing the said 
notification, were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 19th Bj||^2003; 

And whereas objections or suggestions received from the public within the specif^ period on the said draft rules 
have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the said Act, the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be caifed tl*e Prevention of Food Adulteration (1st Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into ftnpf OB the date of their publication in the Official Gazette except rules 4,6,7,13 and 14 
which shall come into force after the mqpiry of six months from the date of their publication. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said rales), in rule 2,— 

(A) in clause (db) for the words “after age of four months”, the words “after the age of six months and upto the 
age of two years” shall be substituted; 

(B) in clause (dc) for the words “whether or not it is suitable for such replacement”, the words “for infant upto 
the age of two years” shall be substituted; 

(Q after clause (e), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘ (f) “good manufacturing practices for use of food additives” means the food additives used under the 

following conditions, namely:— 

(0 the quantity of the additive added to food shall be limited to the lowest possible level necessary to 
accomplish its desired effect; 

% 

(h) the quantity of the additive becomes a component of food as a result of its use in the manufacturing, 
processing or packaging of a food and which is not intended to accomplish any physical; or other 
technical effect in the food itself; is reduced to the extent reasonably possible; and 

(m) the additive is prepared and handled in the same way as a food ingredient ’ 

3. In rule 5 of the said rules, for the words “Appendix B to these rules are as defined in that Appendix”, the words 
“Appendices B, C and D to these rules are as defined in those Appendices” shall be substituted. 

4. Rule 25 of the said rules shall be omitted. 

5. In rule 26 of the said rules, after the words, “except otherwise provided in these rules”, the words “and in 
Appendices B and C” shall be inserted. 

6. For rule 27 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“27. Addition of inorganic matters and pigments prohibited. —Inorganic colouring matters and pigments shall 

not be added to any article of food unless otherwise provided in Appendix B and Appendix C of these rules. ”. 

7. In rule 32 of the said rules, for the ‘NOTE’, the following Note shall be substituted, namely:— 

Note.—A specific name shall be used for ingredients in the list of ingredients : 

Provided that for ingredients falling in the respective classes the following class titles may be used, namely:— 
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Name of the classes

Natural Flavours and 
Natural Flavouring Substances or Natural-Identical Flavouring Substances or Artificial Flavouring Substances as the case 
may be, shall be declared on the label. 

8. In rule 37B of the said rules, in sub-rule (1), in clause (a), for the words “after four months of age”, the 
words “after the age of six months and upto the age of two years” shall be substituted. 

9. In rule 42 of the said rules, after sub-rule {777) (1), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(ZZZ)(1)(A)—In addition to the declaration under rule (ZZZ) (1), every package of food which is permitted to 
contain artificial sweetener mentioned in table in rule 47 and an advertisement for such food shall carry the following label, 
namely:—” 

CONTAINS ARTIFICIALS SWEETENER AND FOR CALORIE CONSCIOUS 

(ZZZ)(1)(B)—The declaration under sub-rule (ZZZ)(1)(A) shall be provided alongwith name or trade name of 
product and shall be of the half of the size of the name/trade name. The declaration may be given in two sentences, but in 
thesamebox: 






Provided that the provision of these rules shall not apply in respect of any food which is manufoctured and packed 
before the commencement of Prevention of Food Adulteration (1st Amendment) Rules, 2004.”. 


10. In rule 47 of the said rules,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), 

(i) .for the first proviso and the table, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Provided that artificial sweetener may be used in food articles mentioned in the table below in quantities not 
exceeding the limits shown against them and as per provision contained in Appendix C to these rules and 
shall bear the label declarations as provided in sub-rule (ZZZX1), (ZZZ)(1)(A), (ZZZ)(1)(B) and (ZZZ) (12) of 
rufc42.

11. Rule 55-D of the said rules shall be omitted. 

12. In rule 59 ofthe said rules,— 

(a) for the words “No antioxidant other than lecithin, ascorbic acid and tocopherol shall be added to any food”, 
the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“No antioxidant other than lecithin, ascorbic acid and tocopherol shall be added to any food unless other¬ 
wise provided in Appendix B and Appendix C of these rules. 

(b) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely 

“Provided that chewing gum/bubble gum may contain Butylated hydroxyanisol (BHA) not exceeding 250 
ppm. . 

13. Rule 61E of the said rules shall be omitted. 

14. For rule 64B of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“64B-Use of Monosodium Glutamate.—Monosodium Glutamate may be added to foods as per the provisions 
contained in Appendix C, subject to Good Manufacturing Practices (GMP) level and under proper label 
declaration as provided in rule 42(S). It shall not be added to any food for use by infant below twelve months 
and in the following foods :—

(2) Lactulose syrup may be used in bakery products upto 0.5 per cent maximum by weight. ”. 

16. After rule 79 of the said rules, the following rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

“PART XIX-USE OF FOOD ADDITIVES IN FOOD PRODUCTS 

80. Use of Foods Additives in Food Products. — The food products may contain food additives as specified in 
these rules and in Appendices B and C. 

81. Use of food additives in traditional foods. — The traditional foods namely, - Snacks of Savouries (Fried 
Products), such as Chiwda, Bhujia, Dalmoth, Kadubale, Kharaboondi, Spiced and fried dais, banana chips and similar fried 
products sold by any name, Sweets, Carbohydrates based and Milk product based, such as Halwa, Mysore Pak, Boondi 
Ladoo, Jalebi, Khoya Burfi, Peda, Gulab Jamun, Rasogolla and Similar milk product based sweets sold by any name, Instant 
Mixes Powders only ofldli mix, dosa mix, puliyogare mix, pongal mix, gulab jamoon mix, jalebi mix, vada mix. Rice and Pulses 
based Papads, Ready-to-Serve Beverages (tea/coffee based only) may contain food additives permitted in these rules and 
in Table 2 of Appendix C. 

82. Use of additives in Bread, Biscuits. — The food products such as Bread and Biscuits, may contain food 
additives permitted in these rules and in Table 1 of Appendix C. 

83. Use of Food Additives in different foods. —The following food products may contain food additives permitted 
in these rules in Table 3 of Appendix C, namely 

(1) Dairy based drinks, flavoured and or fermented (e. g chocolate milk, cocoa, eggnog-UHT Sterilised shelf life 
more than three months), Synthetic soft drink concentrate, mix/fruit based beverage mix, soups, bullions and 
taste makers, desert jelly, custard powder, jelly crystal, flavour emulsions and flavour paste (for use in 
carbonated and non-carbonated beverages); 

(2) Sausages and sausage meat containing raw meat, cereals and condiments; 

(3) Fruit pulp or juice (not dried) for conversions into jam or crystallized glazed or cured fruit or other product; 

(4) Com Flour and such like starches; 

(5) Com syrup; 

(6) Canned Rasogolla (the cans shall be internally lacquered with sulphur dioxide resistant lacquer); 

(7) Gelatine; 

(8) Beer; 

(9) Cider, 

(10) Alcoholic Wines; 

(11) Non-alcoholic wines; 

(12) Ready-to-Serve beverage; 

(13) Brewed ginger beer; 

(14) Coffee Extract; 

(15) Danish tinned caviar; 

(16) Dried ginger; 

(17) Flour confectionery; 

(18) Smoked fish (in wrappers); 

(19) Dry mixes of Rasgollas; 

(20) Preserved Chapaties; 
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(21) Fat Spread; 

(22) Prunes; 

(23) Baked food confections and baked foods; ' 

(24) Flour for baked food; 

(25) Packed Paneer, 

(26) Cakes and Pastries; and 

(27) Prepackaged Coconut Water, Canned Rasogula.” 

17. In the said rules, in Appendix B,— 

0) in item A. 01.01, after the words, brackets, figures and letters “or Aspertarae (methyl ester) not exceeding 700 
ppm”, the words, figures and letters “ or sucralose not exceeding 300 ppm.” shall be inserted; 

(u) for item A. 18.07, the following shah be substituted, namely:— 

“A 18.07—Biscuits including wafer biscuits shall be made from maida, vanaspati or refined edible oil or 
table butter or desi butter or margarine or ghee or their mixture containing any one or more of the following 
ingredients, namely.— 

Edible common salt, butter, milk powder, cereals and their products, cheese cocoa, coffee extract, edible 
desiccated coconut, dextrose, fruit and fruits products, dry fruit and nuts, egg, edible vegetable products, 
ginger, gluten groundnut flour, milk and milk products, honey, liquid glucose, malt products, edible oilseeds, 
flour and meals, spices and condiments, edible starches such as potato starch and edible flours, sugar and 
sugar products, invert sugar, jaggery, protein concentrates, vinegar and other nutrients, and vitamins . 

Provided that it may contain food additives specified in these rules and in Appendix C: 

Provided further that it may contain artificial sweetener as provided in rule 47 under label declaration as 
provided in sub-rule (ZZZ) (1) (A) and (ZZZ) (1) (B) of rule 42: 

Provided also that it shall conform to following standards, namely:— 

(a) ash ins oluble in dilute hydrochloric acid (on dry basis) shall not be more than 0.1 per cent. 

(b) acidity of extracted fat (as oleic acid) not exceeding 1.5 per cent.” 

Cm) for item A. 18.14, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“A 18.14—Bread whether sold as white bread or wheat meal bread or fancy or fruity bread or bun or masala 
bread or milk bread or of any other name, shall mean the product prepared from a mixture of wheat atta, maida, 
water, salt, yeast or other fermentive medium containing one or more of the following ingredients, namely:— 
Condensed milk, milk powder (whole or skimmed), whey, cured, gluten, sugar, gur or jaggery, khandsan, 
honey, liquid glucose, malt products, edible starches and flour, edible groundnut flour, edible soys flour, protein 
concentrates and isolates, vanaspati, margarine or refined edible oil of suitable type or butter or ghee or their 
mixture, albumin, lime water, lysine, vitamins, spices and condiments or their extracts, fruit and fruit product 
(Candied and crystallized or glazed), nuts, nut products and vinegar: 

Provided that it may also contain food additives specified in these rules and in Appendix C: 

Provided further that it may also contain artificial sweetener as provided in rule 47 under lable declaration as 
provided in sub-rule (ZZZ) (1) (A) and (ZZZ) (1) (B) of rule 42, 

Provided also that it shall conform to the following standards, namely:— 

(a) alcoholic acidity (with 90 per cent Shall be not more than equivalent of 7.5ml.N 

alcoho ]) NaOH per lOOg of dried substances 

(b) ash insoluble in dilute HCL on dry weight basis 
(T) bread except masala bread 


or fruit bread....Not more than 0. lper cent 

(li) masala bread 

or fruit bread....Notmore than0.2 per cent: 


Provided also that it shall be free from dirt, insect and insect fragments, larvae, rodent hairs and added 
colouring matter except any permitted food colours present as a carry over colour in accordance with the 
provision of rule 64C, in raw material used in the products.” 

(iv) in item A. 25.01, at the end, the words, figures and brackets, “Provided that it may contain food additives 
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permitted in Table 2 of Appendix C of these rules. Provided further that if artificial sweetener has been added 
as provided in rule 47, it shall be declared on the label as provided in sub-rule (777 ) (1) (A) and ( 777 ) (1) (B) 
of rule 42” shall be inserted; 

(v) it item A. 25.02.01, at the end, the words, figures and brackets, “Provided that it may contain food additives 
permitted in Table 2 of Appendix C of these rules, Provided further, if artificial sweetener has been added as 
provided in rule 47, it shall be declared on the label as provided in the sub-rule ( 777 ) (1) (A) and ( 777 ) (1) 
(B) of rule 42. Provided also that, if only artificial sweetener is added in the product as sweeteners the 
parameters namely, reducing sugars and sucrose prescribed in the table above shall not be applicable to such 
product”shall be inserted; 

(vi) it item A.25.03 for the words In addition to the ingredients mentioned above, the chocolate may contain one 
or more of the substances as outlined below, under different types of chocolate”, the words “Provided that it 
may contain artificial sweeteners as provided in rule 47 of these rules under label declaration as provided in 
sub-rule (ZZZ) (1) (A) and (ZZZ) (1) (B) of rule 42. Provided further that in addition to the ingredients 
mentioned above, the chocolate may contain one or more of the substances as outlined below, under different 
types of chocolate” shall be substituted.
